4, Acquisition —(«) Arcftunilotjy —'During the year 126 antiqui¬ 
ties (Register no s. 3261 to 3386, Appendix A) were added to the Museum 
Collection as against 42 of the last year. The important ones are 
detailed below ; 

(1) Fragmentary pedestal of an image (no. 3214) inscribed with 
five letters ( yfr Tnrtm 1 in the Erahmi script of the Kushana period , 

(2) Parasol of a stupa (no. 3365) decorated with full-blown 
lotuses and other flower designs. This is the biggest parasol so far 
discovered at Mathura (Plate I), 

( 3 ) Square basement of a votive stupa (no. 3260 ) beautifully 
carved wi th lions and four Buddha heads having di fferent facial expres¬ 
sions. Early Gupta period (Plate 1 1 «). 

(4) Inscribed pedestal of a Buddha image (uo. 3267) with an jjia* 
oription of the early fmirth century o, inferring to the installation of 
an image of Sikynrmjhi (Buddha). The inscription rear is as follows c

(3} Maitreya (no. 3370)seated in Pa> M yankwamt holding kumnndvhi* 
in hie left hand. There ia an indication of a third eve on his forehead. 
There was a Brahmi inscription on the pedestal in five tinea, but it hm 
hetru very much exacted and it iw difficult to make. out any clear eenee 
from the few remaining letters on the fomth and fifth Line* Kahuna* 
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(9; Half broken round sculpture Ino. 3374) depicting the famous 
jecene of Kahyadamana by Lord Krishna, The Naga has been sub- 
dued as is shown by the string (pdJa) tied around his neck and held bv 
y r ' 1 K y i ® hna ; A fi g» r e. apparently Kaliya s queen, is seen with 
iolded hands praying to the Lord for release of her husband This 
is a beautiful specimen of the Gupta art and adds to the scanty number 
of sculptures associated with Sri Krishna’s life so far discovered at 
Mathura (Plate lift). 


(10) Architectural piece (no. 3329) used as a gavalcsha made out of 
a single stone. In the middle there is a graceful figure of a ladv 
holding a bunch of fruits in her right hand. Gupta period. * 

(H) Architectural piece (no. 3382) with a figure of Ambika seated 
m lalitasana having a child in her lap. A fine piece of early medieval 
| period. 


(12) Bust of Surya (no. 3384) holding in his hands two full-blown 
lotuses. His crown, ear ornaments and the richly decorated coat are 
remarkable. Gupta period. 

(13) Gold-gilded bronze image of Tara (3343.) Late seventeenth 
cen. a. d. (Plate IV).

A remarksbh- feature of the year was carrying out of a trial digging 
i u the Yamuna bad ticai Gobimeshwue a Mound nt the north end of tin - * 
city. The silt* bad already been disturb d by kaahtr diggers » few 
years ago yielding some sculpture* and bricky. In the month of June, 

104?, when there was littb water on the site, Ike Curator started 
excavation work which hinted for J1 days at a total cost of Rs.2l3. 
As a result of this as many as SG antiquities consisting of aim I pt 11 res 
(including ouo inscription and several other important objects), 
carved bricks and coins Were obtained. Most of the objects art* 
Buddhist and bebug to the early Gup til pejiod. A pukka well 
built of Gupta bricks (dia, 5i l'j was also uiioartlieiL Tho above 
lii.Us clearly indicate that tln-re was a Buddhist establishment ovc-t 
the present site in lim early Gupta period, which might have been 
demolished by ike Huuus in the lift h century a, ». or by tho Mu-lim 
invaders later Oil. 

Probably the big stii]& rdi mw! ro by I he Chinese travellers thhipn 
and Yuan Chwiuig existed un the preHeut Gokanieskwara 'fila and 
Guncsha Tib riiu *< while the smaller and motlABturicA were 

eiiuatcd on the left of these mounds toward* the river, Tho existence 
of « Buddhist c d liUebroent on Lhe present riycr-bed, ns proved by 
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the above finds, shows that the river Yamuna at least in the Gupta 
period did not flow just below the Gokarneshwara Mound, as it does 
at present, because otherwise the construction of votive stupas and 
wells, etc. in the river-bed would have been altogether inconsistent. 
At that time the flow of the river must have been to the further left 
side where the main current still flows.
